If the offering for Catholic Charities and the NCCW and NCCM is large enough all 
national parish dues of the NCCW and help for the Deanery and Diocesan units will be paid 
from it, as well as all the dues to the NCCM, and our diocesan Charities program will not 


run at a big deficit as it has in the past. 


It should be unnecessary to say that at least one member in every family should have 
a membership in the Society for the Propagation of the Faith, which supports both Home 


and Foreign Missions. 


After all the Bishop’s explanations, the merit of the causes assisted by the Lenten 
effort should be well understood. The people of every diocese contribute to them and, as we 
have told you, pay twice as much for their diocesan paper, and five times as much for Catho- 
lic Charities. If ours appear big because they come all at one time, it must be remembered 
that all combined do not represent what should be the savings of every Catholic who observed 
Lent in the proper spirit, by staying away from movies, by denying themselves candies and 


other things. 


Pastors who have paid the local NCCW dues for the National Council may reimburse 
themselves from the check they will receive when their Catholic Charities and NCCW Lenten 
offerings are acknowledged. Those who have not already paid such dues need not pay them, 
and we shall deduct the amount from the check we shall send when receipting for the Lenten 


offering.

The aim of the Committee has been 
to receive one dollar from_ every 
Catholic family in the United 
States—this would insure erection 
of the National Shrine. 


The results of last year’s col- 
lection for the National Shrine 
justified the judgment of the Com- 
mittee in their choice of a five- 
year plan for the erection of the 
Shrine. 

The year 1954 will mark the Cen- 
tennial of the Definition of the 
Dogma of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, and no doubt this anni- 
versary will be observed through-

late Conception at the Catholic 
University will be ready by that 
time, and that a national obser- 
vance of the centenary will take 
place there. Preliminary steps 
have already been taken with the 
Architects, and it is estimated 
that a whole year will be necessary 
for the completion of the plans. 

Plans now call for thé comple- 
tion of the super-structure and the 
campanile; the interior of the up- 
per-church to be finished later. 
Our Lady under her many titles 
will be honored in the upper- 
church, and the various devotions 
tc the Mother of Christ, now pop- 
ular in the United States, will be 
symbolized through Chapels and 
Altars. Several requests have al- 
ready been made to reserve sec- 
tions of the upper-church for Al- 
tars and Chapels. 

Among the collections received 
to date in the campaign to com- 
plete the National Shrine are:

| States Faithful 


Must Awake To 
Their Mission 


No Room For Blind 
Credulity Towards The 
Enemies Of Christ 


Vatican City, March 28 (Radio) 
—-His Holiness Pope Pius XII de- 
clared today that “the great hour 
of the Christian conscience has 
struck,” and he prayed that this 
conscience “be awakened to the 
full, virile appreciation of its 
mission” to help effect the salva- 
tion of “a human race wavering in 
its spiritual framework.” 


The Holy Father spoke fo a 
great outpouring of the citizens of 
Rome, gathered in the Plaza be- 
fore St. Peter’s Basilica and in the 
streets leading to it, to receive the 
Sovereign Pontiff’s Easter bless- 
ing “Urbi et orbi.” 

“Watch and pray, thus did Our 
Lord admonish His disciples on the 
Vigil of His Passion,” the Holy 
Father said. “Watch and pray is 
the cry which, in the name of the 
Risen Saviour, we direct to you, to 
your and our fellow citizens, to all 
the faithful of the world.” 


Standing on the balcony above 
the main entrance to St. Peter’s, 
Pope Pius told the vast multitude 
that he addressed them in a “mo- 
ment heralding perhaps definitive 
and irreparable world events,” 
and that there fell upon the assem- 
blage “a shadow of singular grav- 
ity, a sacred sense of anticipation, 
a powerful spirit which, like an 
inner fire, singes the minds and 
hearts of all.” 


His Holiness said that in a 
Christian conscience fully aroused 
to its responsibility there is “no 
rcom for blind credulity towards 
those who at first proclaimed their 
respect for religion but then, un- 
fortunately, show their true colors 
as deniers of all you hold most 
sacred,” 


“In your conscience,” the Holy 
Father added, “there is no room 
for the pusillanimity, complacence 
and indecision of al] those who in 
this crucial hour believe they can 
scrve two masters. Your consci- 
ence realizes that the actuation of 
social justice and peace among na- 
tions can never be effected and 
assured if men close their eyes to 
the light of Christ and open their 
ears instead to the false words of 
agitators who, on the denial of 
Christ as God, lay the cornerstone 
and foundation of their program.” 

The Church of Rome, “which for 
yor even more particularly is your 
Mother,” has been “in our day 
publicly subjected to the most un- 
just attacks,” Pope Pius told the 
citizens of the Eternal City. He 
said “the adversaries of the 
Church, blinded by passion, spare 
her no affront.” 

His Holiness said that, despite 
that the Church has multiplied her 
aid in times of danger, has 
“saved, welcomed and given hos- 
pitality to the persecuted of every 
eategory, even amongst her 
proudest enemies; has affirmed 
and sustained the dignity and 
rights of the human person and 
the just freedom of peoples, has 
provided sustenance to those men- 
aced by starvation, has raised her 
voice against the evils of spread- 
ing immorality, which leads people 
to decadence and ruin, she is ac- 
cused of being ‘reactionary’ and 
the supporter of doctrines she has 
condemned. 

“But, though obliged as she is 
to deny and refute so many unjust 
accusations for the honor of the 
name of Christ, for the integrity

Nearly All Approve 
Principle Of Separation 


Of Church And State 


ap PAUL HUTCHINSON, edi- 
tor of The Christian Century, 
addressing the New York State 
Pasfors’ Convocation at Syracuse 
on February 13, after pointing out 
that the Catholic Church was spir- 
itually strong, capable of producing 
saints, and that “the things that 
unite Protestants and Catholics are 
so much more important than the 
things which divide them,” began 
to discuss such matters on which, 
he thought, Protestants and Cath- 
olics are at variance, Let us com- 
ment on some of his remarks, para- 
graph by paragraph: 

Hutchinson: “American Protes- 
tantism believes in the separation 
of Church and State. We may have 
trouble on occasion defining just 
what that involves, but we believe 
the principle is important.” 

Editor: American Catholicism 
also believes in the separation of 
Church and State, and, we believe, 
has more definite ideas concerning 
just what that involves, 

Hutchinson: “We believe it has 
proved its worth to both Church 
and State over and over again in 
the history of the Republic. 


Editor: We assume that he means 
that the princfple of separation 
“has proved its worth.” Catholics 
would also subscribe to that ut- 
terance, unless Dr. Hutchinson un- 
derstands it to imply a divorce- 
ment between religion and the 
state. From the beginning states- 
men have been wont to call the 
inited States “Christian.” But 
that would not be true if the Re- 
public did not give encouragement 
to religion, even religious educa- 
tion, 

Hutchinson: “Those of us who 
helieve that the crisis of our time 
requires mankind to move ahead 
from the period of separate na- 
tional sovereignties to the era of 
world government must come to 
see that the separation of Church 
and State is the only possible status 
for religion under a world state.” 

Editor: The idea of one Christian 
world is not new to the Catholic. 
His Church understood the words 
of Her Founder, “Make disciples of 
all nations”. (Matt. XXVIII, 19), 
“Preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture” (Mark XVI, 15) to mean 
“making the Church co-extensive 
with the werld.” For one thousand 
years what was reputed to be “the 
civilized world” was Christian and 
Catholic. Of course. there could be 
no State Church under a union of 
all nations as presently constituted 
divided among Catholics, Ortho- 
dox, Protestants, Jews, Moslems, 
and the pagan Orientals. 

Hutchinson: “There is a liberal 
Catholic wing that agrees to the 
separation of Church and State; 
and supports the principle of tol- 
erance which, if adopted for the 
Roman Catholic Church as a whole 
would make cooperation with Prot- 
estantism possible.” 

Editor: There is not only a “lib- 
eral Catholic wing that agrees to 
the separation of Church and 
State,” but practically all Cath- 
olics in the United States, includ- 
ing Bishops, priests and laity, sup- 
port separation in the United 
States. If Dr. Hutchinson would 
carry his idea beyond the United 
States, he would find that Protes- 
tants were chiefly the ones who 
op “separation of Church and 
State.” They had a State Church in 
Germany, the birthplace of Luther- 
anism, and have it today in the 
Scandinavian countries of Sweden,

Alexander, formerly of Teachers| 
College, New York. Addressed to 
the Publications Control Branch, | 
it. sets norms to regulate the! 
allotment of paper for the print-. 
ing of textbooks. For the elemen- 
tary school level the priorities are | 
listed in this order: Reading, | 
Heimatkunde (developed from the | 
point of view of civics), Health| 
and Safety Education, Natural | 
Sciences, Geography and History, | 
Music, German language, Arith- | 
metic, and Religion. For the sec-| 
ondary school level, religion is not | 
even mentioned in a list of nine) 
categories, the last three of which | 
are mathematics, ancient lan- | 
guages and arts. | 


The German educational leaders, | 
headed by Dr. Aloix Hundhammer, | 
Bavarian Minister of Education| 
and Religious Affairs, have) 
charged that American educational | 
policy is essentially secularistic. It | 
is asserted that the educational 
advisers of General Clay include 
the former director of a Berlin 
Marxian school. Recently leading 
Bavarians, including His Eminence 
Michael Cardinal Faulhaber, as- 
sailed the proposed school reform 
now being urged by the Americans 
as an unwarranted intrusion upon 
the culture of a conquered people. 


American officials deny any re- 
ligious significance in the priori- 
ties policy, stating that the list 
is only a gauge of relative text- 
book need, arising out of the fact 
that most books of the nazi era 
have had to be banned. The priori- 
ties, they assert, make no pretense 
at implying relative importance 
and the Bavarians are raising a 
religious issue where none exists, 
for the sole purpose of obstructing 
the school reform program of the 
occupation authorities. 


On their part, the Bavarian 
leaders contend that this does not 
meet the issue. The fact that there 
may be relatively more textbooks 
on religion than on any particular 
secular subject (because religious 
textbooks did not have to be de- 
nazified), does not mean that there 
are enough textbooks on religion 
and that no more need be printed. 
But even if it were allowed, they 
contend, that there is need for 
fewer religious textbooks than for 
some other kinds on the elemen- 
tary school level, there is no allo- 
cation at all made for textbooks 
on religion on the secondary 
school level. Whether or not it

Have you any data on Protestant church attendance in 


Germany ? 


For all Germany we have no sta- 
tistics. However, on November 18, 
1946, a Professor Dehn, of Bonn 
University, estimated that the per- 
centage of Berlin Protestants who 
attend church with any regularity 
is less than one per cent of those 
who claim to be members. 

That this condition has long ob- 
tained is reflected in his further 
remark: “Back in 1869 a survey 


disclosed that the normal Sunday 
attendance at sefvices was 1.8% 
of the Protestant population.” This 
was in the very citadel of Luther- 
anism, where the Kaiser was its 
Pope, although he leaned more in 
the direction of Calvinism. 


Professor Dehn admits that it 
is very difficult to analyze the rea- 
son of the utter indifference of 
most Protestants. He writes: 
“Some people feel that preachers 
no longer know how to keep their 
congregation interested in their 
sermons . .. still others hold that 
today’s technical civilization has 
driven a wedge between the peo- 
ple and the Church. In any case 
the fact remains that the . over- 
whelming majority of the Prot- 
estant population does not care for 
the preaching of the Church.” 


There is no good reason why 
Protestants should be attracted to 
the church merely to hear a ser- 
mon because, according to their 
theory of “private judgment,” they 
have a perfect right to disagree 
with the preacher. People will at- 
tend church in order to pay divine 
public worship only after they will 
have been convinced that what they 
personally believe is true. Christ 
guaranteed “certainty in faith” 
when He said “You shall know the 
truth and the truth shall make you 
free’—free from speculation, from 
the need of inquiry, from the ne- 
cessity of “looking for the truth.” 


Q—When did the Catholic 
Church begin to call itself “Ro- 
man” Catholic? 


A—The Catholic Church has 
never called itself “The Roman 
Catholic Church.” That is the 
name given to it by certain sects 
which like to believe that they 
themselves are.also Catholic. In 
the Apostles Creed, we profess our 
belief as follows: “I believe in the 
holy Catholic Church.” The Nicene 
Creed (325) amplified that article 
to read: “I believe in One, Holy, 
Catholic and Apostolic Church.” 
Now there is no other such, save 
the one which people are wont to 
call “Roman” — which has these 
four marks. The word “Catholic” 
means “universal,” and only one 
Church existed at all in the world 
for a number of centuries. That is 
still the only one prevalent in most 
countries of the world today. The 
Catholic Church is “Roman” in 80 
far as the seat of its government 
is in Rome. 


Q—What was the difference be- 
tween Christ’s and Peter’s Infalli- 
bility? 

A—Christ was infallible by na- 
ture, because He was God. Peter 
became infallibie when Christ 
committed to him the government 
of His ‘Church and when He prom- 
ised to him and the other aposties 
His own presence as well as the 
assistance and guidance of the 
Holy Spirit. ” 

We wonder whether you know 
what “infallibility’ means when 
applied to the Pope? it means 
that when he officially teaches 


matters of faith and morals for 
the entire Church, he is pro- 
tected, for the sake of the people 


who follow him, from error. It 
does not mean that he cannot 
make mistakes in other matters. 
It does not mean that he can- 
not sin. It merely means that 
when he speeks officially as the 
Vicar of the Church he is protected 
from teaching error in keeping 
with Christ’s words: “Behold I am 
with you all days even to the con- 
summation of the world” (Matt. 
XXVIII, 20), and in keeping with 
His other words: “The gates of 
hell will not prevail against it” 
(the Church) (Matthew XVI, 18).

Difference Between 
Penance and Self-denial 

The time of fasting may be over 
for another year, but the time of 
self-denial is never over. The 
motive behind lenten penances ‘is 
the satisfaction for sin; to fore- 
stall God-imposed punishments 
for sins committed, we undertake 
self-imposed punishments. Thus 
penance may be discontinued only 
after we have satisfied for our 
least little sin; and is it up to us 
to say when that shall be? And 
self-denial? That may be discon- 
tinued only when we stop com- 
mitting sins! And will that ever 
be this side of heaven—or hell? 


Moderns—those who look upon 
the teachings and pronouncements 
of Christ as old-fashioned—have 
no use whatsoever for self-denial. 
Their philosophy is: carpe diem. 
To be sure, there fs a certain 
logic to their madness. They first 
deny sin; sin, they say, is an‘ in- 
vention of the middle ages, and 
above all, we must be “modern.” 
Thus, why prevent something 
which does not exist! But in order 
to deny sin, they have to pervert 
man’s nature, which is essentially 
rational. Man is not simply a con- 
glomeration of bone and muscle; 
he is first and foremost a creature 
with an immortal destiny, for he 
has a spiritual soul. Endowed with 
a freedom which no power in hell 
or on earth can violate, he can 
conform to the decrees of divinity, 
or he can rebel. It is because of 
the possibility and probability of 
such rebellion that he must sys- 
tematically undertake the mastery 
of his lower animal inclinations.

tion or self-denial; but because we 
have a body as well as a soul, we 
must always be on guand that the 
lower is ever kept substrvient to 
the higher. Because man’s body 
is constantly clamoring for and 
receiving recognition, in the way 
of food, rest, relaxation, and plea- 
sure, it becomes accustomed to 
having its desires satisfied. Some 
of these desires, however, being 
sinful, dare not be satisfied with- 
out almost irreparable harm to 
the soul. 


The Proximity 
Of The Flesh 


Ah, but the flesh is so proxi- 
mate and the spirit so remote! 
Granted! that is why we must 
make the spirit equally as proxi- 
mate as the flesh, so that it shall 
not be overpowered by sudden re- 
quests for illegitimate pleasures. 
Were the flesh remote and docile, 
there would be little need for mor- 
tification, Even St. Paul had to 
cry out against that insurgent 
flesh: “But I see another law in 
my members, fighting against the 
law of my mind, and captivating 
me in the law of sin” (Romans 
7:23). We must take vengeance, 
then, on legitimate pleasures, so 
that when the illegitimate ones 
put in their appearance, we shall 
be able to turn a deaf ear to them. 
Thus, mortification is nothing more 
than a practice session which 
enables us to put on a creditable 
performance under fire. 


It is the will that makes all 
final decisions for man, that takes 
the credit or the blame for all 
human actions. The flesh may 
appeal, the intellect may argue, 
the senses may present tempta- 
tion in all its alluring deceptive- 


ness, but it is the will alone that 
accedes and yields. It is impera- 


ations 


tive, therefore, that the will have 
the stamina and the alacrity which 
is needed to turn down all invita- 
tion to sin. Temptation seldom 
gives us a twenty-four hour notice; 
We are usually required to act 
almost at once. The will cannot 
call time out while it marshalls 
its forces for a decisive battle; 
it must ever be in readiness. Like 
the Centurion of the Gospel story, 
who obtained instant obedience 
with a word, the will must be able 
to obtain ready compliance from 
an unruly flesh. 


Mortification Not 
An End in Itself 


This should make it clear— 
pagan misconception about us not- 
withstanding—that mortification 
is not an end in itself. That last 
hour of sleep each morning, which 
many sacrifice for a greater Sacri- 
fice, is just as appealing to a 
Catholic as to a pagan. It is just 
as natural for a believer to “blow 
up” at some proffered indignity as 
it is for an unbeliever, But cer- 
tain things that are hard to do 
are done, and other things which 
are pleasant are forgone, because 
“not by bread alone doth man live.” 
The horror of sin is what gives 
sense to mortification—superna- 
tural sense. A man may hate sin, 
realize its malice, and want to 
avoid it, but unless he makes of 
his will a powerhouse against 
which the sullies of the flesh will 
batter in vain, his desires will 
never be actualized. 


To be truly efficacious, our mor- 
tifications should be directed at 
specific targets. The hunter, to 
improve his aim, doesn’t simply 
fire his gun at random; he aims 
at definite objects, and only thus

‘THE civilization of Europe and America is essentially that 
built by Christianity, or which developed as a result of 
the acceptance of Christian principles by the nations of 


Europe. This civilization superseded the Pagan Culture of 
Greece and Rome. It is interesting to note that both of these 


cultures are fundamentally religious cultures, and their dif-

Paganism was a religious culture 
based upon polytheism, or the be- 
lief in many gods. It was pure 
mythlogy, which made little or no

Some 
of the Pagan philosophers, notably 
Plato and Aristotle, repudiated the 
popular mythology, and made con- 
siderable progress in acquiring a 
knowledge and understanding of 
true religious principles, but the 
belief of the masses, both rulers 
and people, remained gross, fan- 
tastic, and illusory. 

Christianity, on the other hand, 
is the result of Divine Revelations 
given to the human race by Al- 
mighty God for the salvation of

In 
spite of the spread of Christianity 
in modern times to the most re- 
mote corners of the éarth, two- 
thirds .of the world’s population 
still remain idolatrous.

Destroy Your 
Enemies Hy 
Loving [hem

AAos* and more psychologists, 
psychiatrists, psychoanalysts, 
and all others who deal with the 
problems of human behavior are 
coming to recognize the supreme 
service of love in the washing 
away of the multitudinous quirks 
and complexes which fear breeds. 
Love achieves the simplest and the 
most effective catharsis of all such 
phobias. It builds self-confidence 
and courage. 

Writing, not as a moralist, but 
as a good psychologist, William 
James in his “The Varieties of 
Religious Experience” observed: 
“*Love your enemies!’ Mark you, 
not simply those who happen not 
to be your friends, but your enem- 
ies, your positive and active enem- 
ies. Either this is a mere Orien- 
tal hyperbole, a bit of verbal ex- 
travagance meaning only that we 
should, as far as we can, abate 
our animosities, or else it is sin- 
cere and literal. 

“Outside of certain cases of in- 
timate individual relation, it sel- 
dom has been taken literally. Yet 
it makes one ask the question: 
Can there in general be a level 
of emotion so unifying, so obliter- 
ative of differences between man 
and man, that even enmity may 
come to be an irrevelant circum- 
stance and fail to inhabit the 
friendlier interests aroused? If 
positive well-wishing could attain 
so supreme a degree of excitement, 
those who are swayed by it might 
well seem superhuman beings. 
Their life would be morally dis- 
crete from the life of other men, 
and there is no saying... what 
the effects might be; they might 
conceivably transform the world.” 

Saints like Peter Claver have 
played their part in transforming 
the world from the slavery-ap- 
proving civilization of the seven- 
teenth century to one that finds it 
‘abhorrent in every way. 

Saints are people whose domi- 
nant motivation is not fear, but 
love. That love extends to all 
mankind, even to one’s enemies. 
Love dries up the pus pockets of 
hatred and cauterizes them with 
deeds of kindly service. “Fear is 
not in love,” says St. John, the 
beloved disciple of Our Lord, “but 
perfect love casteth out fear, be- 
cause fear doth imply punishment, 
and he that feareth is not per- 
fected in love.” In that brief ut- 
terance St. John has expressed a 
profound. psychological truth 
whose therapeutic implications 
psychiatrists will be unraveling to 
the end of time. The best way, 
both morally and psychologically, 
to overcome one’s enemies is to 
love them. Lincoln perceived this 
truth and practiced it. 

At a dinner in Washington he 
spoke kindly and even in endear- 
ing terms of some of the Con- 
federates. 

“I am surprised, Mr. President,” 
said an elderly lady near by, “to 
hear you speak of our enemies in 
such a kind way. I should think 
you would seek to destroy them

ROPONENTS of the Commun- 
ist ideology—which aims at 
making life happier for the

conditions in the New Year than 
the past one provided; 

“That labor done by hand may 
be valued again, and that one may 
receive wages for one’s sweat and 
ean lead a good life in industry 
and honesty, not by stealing, de- 
ception, and force.” 

Wind Chills Congregation 


An icy wind chilled the congre- 
gation which moved closer to- 
gether for warmth as Father 
Liburius continued his prayer: 

“That the many courts may 
cease to exist and not everyone 
will accuse everyone else and 
charge him with that which he 
may have done himself, and as a 
principle, each one may measure 
the guilt of another man by his 
own, and will exercise indulgence 
and forgiveness. . .” 

Father Liburius, his voice gain- 
ing power, spoke of loose morals, 
injustice, and a need for human 
dignity. And he went on: 

“That everyone, poor and rich 
alike, may have a piece of bread 
and a crock of water, so that he 
will not starve or die of thirst as 
has happened to so many of our 
brothers and sisters during the 
past year...

“And that they finally may let 
peace come, that peace longed for 
so long, talked about so much, 
called for so often, prophesied con- 
tinually, promised idly, announced 
and proclaimed with such big words 
._. , the real, the true, the veri- 
table peace; 

“For it is surely in their power 
and in theirs alone, and that finally 
the love of our Master Jesus 
Christ may come into this world. 
Amen.” 

Father Liburius lived 300 years 
ago at Paderborn where he de- 
livered this sermon on New Year's 
eve, 1647. That was just before 
the end of the 30 Years war which 
laid waste all of Germany. 

On Christmas day, 1947, the set- 
mon was discovered in Bernburg, 
in the province of Saxony Anhalt, 
in the soviet occupation zone of 
Germany. The woman who sent 
it to a relative, a librarian at the 
University of Illinois, commented:

ECENTLY in commenting on the death of Bishop Kelley of Okla- 
homa I recalled the beautiful tribute he paid to the memory of 
Knute Rockne shortly after the famous coach had crashed to his death 
in a plane in a Kansas wheat field. I wondered if any of the readers 
of this department remembered that editorial, which originally appear- 
ed in the Bishop’s diocesan organ, the Southwest Courier of Oklahoma 
City, Okla., or if any of them had saved a copy of it which they would 
forward to me to be reprinted. 


Tribute To ‘Rock’... 


The response was immediate and most gratifying. 
copies of that editorial came from Notre Dame sources. Then came 
one from a nun teaching many miles away from South Bend. Five 
persons who had pasted the editorial in their scrapbooks went to the 
trouble of copying it by hand and sending it to me. Since the editorial | 
was widely reprinted in the Catholic press at the time, six other readers | 
sent me clippings from their diocesan papers. Finally, a yellow copy | 
of the editorial from the Southwest Courier itself—where the edi- 
torial first appeared—was forwarded to me by Joe Quinn,| 
then as now, editor of the Courier. Thanks to all of these readers)

Dame coach: 

“An alumnus, albeit honorary, of Notre Dame, should be asham- 
ed to say that he had never spoken to Knute Rockne and had seen 
him only once. With all that proper shame I make such a con- 
fession. All I ever saw of the Wizard of Football was his back as 
we both watched the last game with Carnegie Tech, he from the 
side lines and I from the President’s box. Yet when I heard of 
Rockne’s death something unusual happened for tears came into 
eyes that I thought had long ago shed all they could hold. That 
was not a light triumph for a dead man whose face I never saw. 
Now I know that I was only one of a multitude who had never 
spoken a word to Rockne but who loved the kind of man he was. 
They are so scarce, these ‘Rocks’ of college life upon whom the 
weight of a thousand confidences can rest and leave sympathetic 
space for a thousand more. 

“To those who knew Notre Dame well, its history and its 
struggles, it seemed as if it was the last college on earth that need- 
ed a man like Rockne. Notre Dame had had so many outstanding 
educational leaders. There is its builder, Sorin, standing guard at 
the gate in dearthless bronze, but in hearts standing just as death- 
less in memory. There was Corby, there was Walsh and there 
was Morrissey. Great men all and men of vision. 

“No, it did not seem as if Notre Dame needed Rockne. The 
University may have needed a coach but Rockne was far more 
than a coach. He was a son who had inherited what these others 
had left behind them. He had their loyalty, their idealism, their 
love for Christian education, their never-failing interest in what 
the schoo! should do in other ways than the way of making mere 
Bachelors of Arts. For Rockne was in his rough but kindly way 
a real educator who knew that boys have souls as well as bodies 
and that, even in football, the soul is the power that wins. 

“For thirty-seven years I have watched Notre Dame. I saw 
the school in some of its years of discouragement. I knew the 
stories of more than one hope that seemed to die in the flames 
of burning buildings. And I watched each phoenix as it rose from 
the ashes of sad defeat, but was never surprised when I heard 
the whir of its wings, for I knew also the spirit that was born 
when Sorin went to cleaning bricks hot from the fire that destroyed 
the pride of his heart. Notre Dame is like that. It is Sorin. 

“And Rockne was Sorin without a cassock and breviary. Per- 
haps he did not pray as much as Sorin but he knew he could rely 
on others making up the deficit. And perhaps he did pray more 
than we suspect, for Rockne had the spirit that prays for action. 
He knew that education is discipline, not the discipline that breaks 
ranks to revel, but the disciple that still holds its grip through 
revelry; the discipline that stays always in the soul to keep men 
in the right path or call them back to it if unfortunately they wan- 
der from it. 

“Rockne was a listed professor of chemistry, but an unlisted 
professor of human psychology. He knew the inside of boys as 
well as he knew the mixtures in his retorts. Some he knew were 
explosive, so he handled them with understanding. He knew the 
exact spiritual values needed to produce the wanted result. He was

can he measure his progress. The 
penitent sinner—a class to which 
we should all belong—can likewise 
render his self-denials most fruit- 
ful by pointing them at his chief 
fault.

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Building Wave 
In Next Decade 
Is Forecast 


Collegeville, Ind.—The greatest 
wave of church, school and insti- 
tutional construction and remodel- 
ing in all history will take place 
in the United States during the 
next decade. 

The statement was made today 
by the Very Rev. Henry A. Lucks, 
president of the college of St. 
Joseph’s of Indiana, sponsors of 
the National Catholic Building 
Convention and Exposition to be 
held in Chicago at the Stevens 
Hotel June 30, July 1, 2 and 8. 
The business and _ industry 
foundation of the college is con- 
ducting a broad scale survey among 
Catholic pastors, religious super- 
iors and college officials. Returns 
to date cover only 309 organiza- 
tions, all planning building and 
remodeling projects for execution 
within the next three years. Value 
of these projects exceed $100,000,- 
000, not including decorating, fur- 
nishings and equipment. 
Previously the greatest wave of 
church construction occurred in 
the century between 1170 and 1270, 
Father Lucks said. In that time 
in France 80 cathedrals and ap- 
proximately 500 cathedral-class 
churches were built at a cost equi- 
valent to about $3,000,000,000 
today. 

“Catholic parochial and institu- 
tional building has, of course, been 
at a virtual standstill during and 
since the war,” Father Lucks said. 
“The accumulated backlog. in 
churches, schools, convents, rec- 
tories, recreation centers, hospi- 
tals, college buildings, homes and 
other types of construction is at 
an all-time high. As rapidly as 
materials and labor become avail- 
able we will see hundreds of new 
Catholic buildings erected through- 
out the nation.” 

Leading authorities in the build- 
ing, furnishing and equipment in- 
dustries will be at the National 
Catholic Building Convention and 
Exposition, of which His Eminence 
Samuel Cardinal Stritch, Arch- 
bishop of Chicago, is honorary 
chairman, Building field special- 
ists will meet with some 6,000 
pastors, religious “superiors, col- 
lege officials and architects from 
all parts of the United States and 
Canada. 

Leading manufacturers of build- 
ing and decorating materials, air 
conditioning, lighting, kitchen 
equipment and scores of other 
products will present one of the 
most informative educational ex- 
hibits ever staged in the Stevens 
Hotel exposition hall, 

“We are extending a cordial in- 
vitation to pastors, religious super- 
iors, college officials and architects 
to attend,” Father Lucks explain- 
ed. “The hierarchy from coast te 
coast has acclaimed the convention 
and exposition as one.of the most 
necessary and helpful steps ever 
taken to bring all Catholic build- 
ing interests together for inten- 
sive discussion of problems.” 

A preliminary survey to deter- 
mine attendance indicates that 
potential builders representing 
each of the 118 dioceses of the 
Catholic church will be present 
for the convention and exposition,

Patients In a 
Given 3-Year Relaxation 
Of Eucharistic Fast

Paris, Mar. 29 —(NC)—A three- 
year relaxation of the Eucharistic 
fast has been granted by the Holy 
Father to French hospital atten- 
dants and patients and other sick 
people. The dispensation had been 
petitioned by His Eminence Em- 
manuei Cardinal Suhard, Arch- 
bishop of Paris, after a survey in- 
dicated that a large number of 
patients desired to receive Com- 
munion more frequently. 

The new dispensation gives those 
covered by it three privileges: 

(1) On Sundays and holy days 
of obligation hospital patients and 
other sick may receive Holy Com- 
munion anytime during the day 
provided they have observed a 
three-hour fast. 

(2) Hospital attendants may 
take food and beverage, excluding 
alcoholic beverages, while on night 
duty and still receive Communion 
on Sunday mornings ereriaes they 
observe a four-hour fast. . 

(3) Hospital chaplains may use 

rtable altars to celebrate Mass

of His doctrine, for the safe- 
guarding of so wnany simple, in- 
cautious souls whose faith might 
be shaken by these calumnies,” 
Pope Pius said, “she loves also 
her detractors, who also are her 
children, and she invites them all. 
We now invite you all, O people of 
Rome, O people of the world, to 
the union, to the harmony, to the 
love, to the thoughts of a just 
peace.” 

His Holiness said Rome “now 
finds itself before, or better say 
in the midst of, changing times 
which demand of the head and 
members of Christianity the maxi- 
mum vigilance and tireless readi- 
ness for unconditioned action,” 
He said the conscience of Chris- 
tianity, if aroused to the full ap- 
preciation of its responsibility, 
may see the realization of Our 
Saviour’s promise “have faith, | 
have conquered the world,” but 
that, only half-aroused, that con- 
science may hear Christ’s “terrible 
verdict”: “He who is not with Me 
is against Me.”
